EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT

The application has been amended as follows: 

(i) Claims 4-9, line 5 of each claim, the period (.) has been changed to a semi- 
colon (;), and; 

(ii) Claims 27 and 28 have been canceled as being essentially duplicates of 
claims 19 and 20. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: In the 
Advisory Action mailed January 31 , 2008, claims 4-10, 16-20 and 24-28 were indicated 
as being objected to, and claims 1, 3, 11-13, 15, 21 and 23 were rejected. In response, 
Applicant has canceled the rejected claims, and has rewritten claims 4-9, 16-19 and 24- 
27 in independent form. As mentioned above, claims 27 and 28 have since been 
canceled as being essentially duplicates of claims 19 and 20.
